NAMING JAPANESE. CHILDREN. 


There Aro Three Methods, Xwo of Them 


Rellclout}. 


The Shinto beliof Is tho oldest of the 


Japanese religions, antedating perhaps the 
Christian religion, and, having been ob- 
Bcure.d by Buddhism for quite n number 
of centuries, bus been revived. The method 
of naming children, it nccms, is quite n

A bulletin from the Indiana station 


gives a summary of conclusions from a 
series of experiments in corn culture: 


Tho best yields uf corn hove 'been pro- 


duced hy planting in tlio h'rst third of 
May. Late planted corn lias matured i;i 
20 days IcaS timo. us a rule, tbau tho 
?aviy planted. Thick planting has pro- 
ilucod higher average, yields of both corn 
<md stalks than thin plontin;,'. In very 
dry seasons thick planting has produced 
less grain, but gene-roily a greater total 
field of grain and stalks thau thin plant- 
in™. Plowing eight inches deep has pro- 
duced slightly greater yields of corn ihau 
cither shallower or deeper plowing. Ru- 
'/••at.iou ot: crops has proved au excellent 
'oieons of sustaining yields of grain, aud 
)f conserving soil fertility. 


A liberal application of fresh horse 


Manure lias not been fully exhausted by 
a doxen successive crops of cum.

SHORT ROTATIONS BEST. 


Seed tho Lund With Clover an Frequently 


ad Fowiblo. 


In most crop rotations too many hoed 


and grain crops come between the clover 
seedings. Where winter wheat is grown, 
somo kind of spring grain follows the 
hoed crop, and this in turn is followed 
by wheat. It is possible by liberal usa of 
commercial fertilizers to make two grain 
crops grow in succession, but it must lx> 
at some damage to tho clover and grass 
seeding that goes with them. It will pay 
farmers better to drop one of Hie grain 
crops; seeding with oats or barley tho 
year after the corn or potato crop is got 
oii,,OL- if the laud is suitable, sowing tl>* 
winter grain in tho fall and seeding 
with cloves- on that tho nest spring. 
This also has the advantage of seeding 
with timothy or other grass seed in the 
fall, that insuring a better catch than 
can bo got in the Spring. It is true, this 
grass will the first yaar be mostly smoth- 
ered by tho clover, but some of it will 
bo in tho first year's hay, and it will be 
more easily cured for being mixed with 
grass. When the clover is to bo plowed 
under, as the market gardener will do, 
no mixture of gross is either needed or 
desired. Clover alone rots more quickly 
and enriches the soil more than when, it 
is mixed with any of tho grasses. 


The common objection of farmers to 


a Short rotation is that it requires too 
much of the land to be under tho plow. 
They keep their' land in grass, which 
enriches tho soil very slowly, instead of 
growing clover. But a, three year rota- 
tion, dropping one grain crop, und that 
only to seed clover with, is better than 
a four year rotation in which two ex- 
haustive grain crops succeed each other. 
The hoed crop that follows tho clover 
will1 pay well for enough commercial 
fertilizer to supplement tho deficiency 
of barnyard manure. • It is now well 
agreed among potato growers that large 
applications of mineral and nitrogenous 
fertilizers ore better for this crop and 
cost no more than does tho stable ma^ 
nure, including the hauling and spread- 
ing it on the land. Five hundred to 
1,000'poiinds per acre of a complete po- 
tato fertilizer do not cost so much as 
will tho stable manure to cover the 
,samo ground. 


Tho purchase of so much rca-nuro used 


on a tdover sod will rapidly increase the 
fertility of the soil. But we believe it 
will pay better than it will to keep 
most of the farm in. grass, sowing but 
little clover, aud depend upon tho stable 
munure that such a farm will make for 
increasing its fertility.- What the farmer 
wants is to grow crops that will certain- 
ly pay for the purchased fertilizers We 
think that common potatoes can be 
grown with profit by the use of fertil- 
izers, provided clover, is sown, and tlio 
clover and corn aro • fed to stock that 
will givo a profit for feeding. The farm- 
er need not be restricted to these erops. 
Others can be substituted as occasion 
may require, says American Cultivator. 
The- important point is to seed the laud 
with clover as frequently as possible, 
knowing fhat if this is done other de- 
tails of the management cannot be far 
wrong.

"'irrigation," "oubsoiling," "alfalfa" 
and "sorghum. " The first, irrigation, 
has progressed sufficiently to demon- 
strate that s«re crops can he grown ev- 
ery year regardless of seasonable rain- 
fall and abundant streams by tho utili- 
zation of tbo underground water supply 
on a considerable portion of tlio most 
fertile lands of the western part of the 
state. The pumping will in a largo 
measure be done by windmills. 


Snbsoiling he regards as au efficient 


means of .storing up in the soil for use 
when most needed tho rainfall in those 
parts of the state whore rainfall is now 
sufficient, taking tho year through, but 
which is permitted to waste itself so as 
not to bo available when needed. 


Alfalfa iii Kansas he reports as prov- 


ing not only ono of the most reliably 
productive, useful a:id profitable field 
crops known, but especially adapted to 
tho soil conditions prevailing in those 
part.s of tho state where somo of tho 
staple crops that are better known are 
not always reliably productive. Sim- 
ilarly somo of tho uonsaccharine sor- 
ghums, such as Kaffir .corn, Jerusalem 
corn and milo maize, are found to re- 
turn largo yields even under severely 
adverse conditions, furnishing superior 
forage and nutritions grain for live stock.
